Embraced in
this pumber were 11 colonels, T majors, 32 captains,
and 59 lieutenants.

TWO MILLIONS OF FRANCS SECWRED W0 “THE PRINCR IN-
PERIAL—RISK CLAUSE RELATIVE TO CROWNED HEADS.

* Paris, (Jan. 13,) corruspondent of the France Ceuntrale.
Bome foreign journa!s gtale that the Kmpress bas
just effected wn iv=urance on her life,- for the bevefit of
the Prince [mperial. ‘T'he fact is true, and, in guaran-
teeing its cxactitude, I am able to add some details be-
fore urknown. KEvery one knows in what an igsurance
of the kind consists. It is a combination by which, en
payment.cf an ancual premium, fix:d according to the
age of the insurer, and the amountjof thg capital to be ge
cured, a sam agreed upon i8 paid at the death of the
peraon iusuriug to the heirs. 'Uhe Empress has secur-
ed to ber son a #um of two millions of francs, divided
between four companies—the Geuerals, the Natiooale,
the Union and the Pateroede—on payment of an annu-
al preminm of 61,000 francs ; that is to say, tbe Em-
press, by payicg every year uutil her death 15,250
trancs to each ol the fomr companies securcs for the
day following her death a capital of o millions to her
gon. 'This premium of 61,000 francs was fixed accord-
ing to the age of her Maj2sty, who being born on the
5th of May, 1826, j8 on"the eve of her thirty-cighth
ear.

As, however, the risk appeared to the companies te
be opt of the ordinary conditious, they required the in-
sertion in the policy of a epecial clanse, whith has been
accepted and added in manuscript ia the followiog
terme :—*The Empress declares that, in consequence
of the exceptional dangers to wkich gowned heads are
licble, she renounces the advantages resulting [romn  ami
c'e ten of the geperal conditions of the policy, relative
to a participa‘ién in profits.” This restrictive clause
is important, because the purtigjpation in the profits to
whicb persons now insuringare usually entitled bas the
eflect of sensibly redueing, year by year, the aonpual
premium to be paid, gr, at tbe choice of the ipsurer, ol
increasing the capitul secared. For Ler Majesty’s ig-
surance, and by exception, the sum to be annually paid
will always rcmain the same until ber death, acd the
capital to be then pail to the Prince Imperial will not

be incerased.

Three years of experienes, snd the recent events trana-
piring io the Yackee Congress, have eerved 1o show the
deluded people of that Commonwealth precisely how
and where they stand, und all our information goes to
show that net a single man now in the service will re-
enlist to do the_ dirty and diabolical work of Lincola
and his mi.ions. ' -
The spirit, morcever, that pervades Kentucky will
be felt to a greater or less exteat throughoat the North-
west, as well as the-IWorth, and Lincoln will fad it iwe-
possible to fll the depleted ranks of bis army by volun-
tary eclistment, while uny attegmpt to ecforce the eom-
puleory priociple of recruitment will prove nnpopalar
and dangerous.
